I SSI I Sums of Money lefs than Twenty Shillings IrifK Currency 
continue to be iffued. and negociated in many parts of Ireland 
contrary to Law ; 

Q5e It therefore GBnaftStl by the K I N G’s Moflfexcellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Content of the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral, and Commons, in this prefent Parliament affembled, and by the 
Authority of the fame, That all Promiffory Notes or Undertakings in Certain 'Pre- 
writing, being negotiable or transferrable for any. fum or fums of Money orUnLnak-* 
lefs than Irifh Currency, or on which any fum lefs than , ^ declarc ‘ i 

Irifh Currency fhall remain undifeharged, which have 
been at any time heretofore iffued, or which fhall at any time hereafter be 
iffued in Ireland, fhall, and the fame are hereby declared to be abfolutely 
null and void, except as is hereinafter provided, and not to be negociable or 
transferrable.; any Ad of Parliament, Ufage or Cuffom to the contrary 
notwithftanding : And that if any Perfon after the expiration of 
days from and after the palling of this Ad: fhall give of fhall offer to give 
any fuch Promiffory Note or Undertaking in payment or as an acknow- 
ledgement of any Debt, or as a depofit, or .fhall in any way negociate or 
transfer or offer to negociate or transfer any fuch Promiffory Note or 
Undertaking, every Perlon fo offending fhall for every fuch Offence forfeit 
the fum of Irifh Currency for every fuch Note or Un- 

dertaking fo given, negociated or transferred, or offered to be given, ne- 
gotiated or transferred ; and fuch Penalties fhall be recovered by any 
Perfon who fhall fue for the fame before any one Juffice of the Peace in 
Ireland upon the Oath of one credible Witnefs, or on the Confeffion of 
fuch Offender ; and in cafe fuch Penalty fhall not be paid and fatisfied 
upon fuch Convidion being made, it fhill be lawful for fuch Juffice of 
■the Peace, by Warrant under his Hand and Seal, to caufe the fame to be
